3. G-G SAID THAT HE AND INEN HAD AGREED THERE WAS NO 
PROBLEM WITH ACCEPTING A U.S. IAEA EXPERT ON PHYSICAL 
SECURITY. WITH RESPECT TO A TEAM, HE SAID HE WOULD HAVE 

TO CHECK WITH DALMAU COSTA AND LET US KNOW. HE UNDERTOOK 
TO DO THIS AND ADIVSE US OF THE RESULT AND HOW MEXICO 
WOULD POSE ITS FORMAL REQUEST TO IAEA. 
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4. WE HAD A GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE IMPORTANCE OF 
PHYSICAL PROTECTION OF NUCLEAR MATERIALS AND PLANTS. 

G-G NOTED THAT U.S. HIGH TECHNOLOGY MIGHT NOT BE AS PRE- 
FERABLE AS MANPOWER IN A COUNTRY LIKE MEXICO. AND WE 
SUGGESTED THAT OUR EXPERTS WERE COGNIZANT OF DIFFERENT 
APPROACHES TO THE SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM. PERSONALLY,

6. G-G NOTED THAT AN AGREEMENT WITH US ON PHYSICAL

AGREEMENTS, WHICH MEXICO TOTALLY REJECTS (SEE SEPTEL).
